Half of the upper floor was originally devoted to

Today, they are one impressive, spacious room 
with three exposures and a fine chestnut floor that 
was rescued from dull obscurity by calking, stain, 
varnish and wax. Beds have tailored dust ruffles of 
quilting bought by the yard, toppers made of mattress 
pads, and “headboards” of the same material hung 
from brass rods: quaint, effective, inexpensive. (Pads, 
once washed, have the same fluffy look of a real 
quilt.) The room is heated by a curlicued iron stove 
—an ornate little apparatus, but as a source of 
warmth, a powerhouse. (Central heating is yet to be 
installed at Moosehorn. It is the next and last item 
on the Taylors’ agenda.) in its more primitive doys, 
the house was quite devoid of plumbing, a lack of re- 
finement now remedied. A storage catchall became the 
smartly groomed bath (right) with one wall covered in 
black and white wallpaper, the others in smoke-col- 
cored, baked-finish hardboard.

ur forebears, illustrious or run-of-the-mill, did 

many things that today seem rather peculiar, 

but no one can deny that many of them suc- 
ceeded in building some extremely handsome houses. Un- 
less they were given to flightiness, they built traditionally, 
classically, doing their best to conform to the laws of per 
fect proportion, line and detail, creating a pattern that is 
as visually pleasing in 1956 as it was a century and a half 
ago. Why, then, we are asked, are so few good traditional 
homes built today? (There are, of course, any number of 
half-hearted copies—the Cape Cods, the “colonials” 
heavy on nostalgia but devoid of the beautiful detail that 
distinguishes authentic colonial architecture.) The answer, 
unfortunately, is money. Fine detail, intricate brickwork, 
delicate hand-carved moldings demand highly skilled 
labor, a commodity common enough when carpenters were 
also cabinetmakers, but one that, in our specialized day, 
calls a financial tune which the average homemakers sim 
ply can’t afford. That is why we are comparing the house 
you see before you with the one that follows. One is old 
the other new, yet they are alike because both are hand 
made and both are homes for an average family. The first 
known as the Moody House, is a restoration of a house in 
Williamsburg, Virginia, that was built prior to 1750 and 
altered several times to reach its present general appear 
ance in about 1782. Mr. Moody was not a rich man. He 
lived very simply, but in a home filled with the impecca 
ble detail characteristic of his community's devotion to 
craftsmanship. Each room is an entity (when a house is 
heated by fireplaces, open planning is not an asset). It is 
a dwelling that, in a sense, shuts out the world, yet it does 
it engagingly, framing eac h view with an elegantly pro- 
portioned window. Its original cost was probably so modest 
we wouldn’t believe it, yet it has been estimated that an 
exact replica of it would cost about $45,000, and that, in 
today’s terms, is the price of tradition. The second house 
was chosen because it not only represents the kind of con 
temporary architecture that is refreshing without being 
eccentric, but because its designer, John Dornés, and his 
wife, Helene, literally built it themselves. It, too, is a 
craftsman’s house—very different in idiom from its colo- 
nial cousin, but equally meticulous. Its detail is on a larger 
scale, differently expressed, yet it is there, along with 
warmth, tranquillity and an extraordinary spaciousness 
(central heating and cooling now let us do what we want 
with space). Without land (and certain features cited 
later) it sold for $19,000, and it contains 1,600 square 
feet of space as compared to the 1,900 of the older house. 
We like them both, think both are completely charming, 


and whichever one we could afford, would live in happily.

t has been said that those of us 


who cling to tradition are 


classical by nature, and those of us 
who are not, reject by impulse any- 
thing that is not new and different. 
Somewhere, however, there is a middle 
camp, and in it dwell the architects 
who approach modern design in the 
classic manner.

PAINLESS PIANO 


































Dr. Robert Pace, a young man with a young 
family and one of the country’s leaders in the 
group method of piano instruction, has proved 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that anyone with 
two hands and a modicum of intelligence can 
learn to sight-read and play creditably without 
the gift of a dramatic flair for music. In the past, 
he feels, the outstanding difficulty in musical 
education has been in the family’s approach to 
the subject. We all know that musical expression 
is not only one of the most powerful of the 
human instincts, but also one of our most enjoy- 
able endowments. Yet, and far too often, musical 
knowledge has been earmarked as something for 
the rich, the social or the esoteric alone, and chil- 
dren who studied music seriously were regarded 
by other children with a curious mixture of de- 
rision and awe. Set apart, the “musical” children 
found it difficult to integrate an interest in music 
with normal growth and development, and fre- 
quently the result was either rebellion (with the 
inevitable inability to play anything at all, even 
after years of study) or complete introversion to 
a lonely world of music and nothing else. 

The either-or result, Bob Pace believes, ne- 
gates the intrinsically important influence that 
music wields in bringing people together—in 
helping rather than hindering them in integrat- 
ing their lives with their fellows. Instead, he be- 
lieves that music lessons (with the piano as the 
basic instrument) should give the student a life- 
time of musical enjoyment. Thus, the piano be- 
comes a family’s musical focus—a melodic axis 
where music is created, rather than listened to 
passively, almost with apathy. Musical knowledge 
is shared with pleasure rather than doled out by 
the one member of the family who happens to 
have that mysterious and revered talent known 
to the lay musical world as a “lovely touch.” 








The group method of teaching is helping 
to revive family interest in music-making 


By HELEN P. GAUNTLETT 


There is a rapidly growing movement in the 
piano-teaching profession which advocates group 
musical activities rather than the solitary con- 
finement of private lessons. The group approach, 
frequently referred to as “class piano,” is not 
new, nor is piano instruction in public schools a 
novelty. Both class piano and a newer concept, 
called Keyboard Experience, have had their ups 
and downs, and only since the war have they 
made consistent progress. Both are based simply 
and firmly on the fact that people learn more in 
less time when they study together. They not only 
profit from each other’s successes and failures; 
they form a critical, yet sympathetic audience. If 
one student falters, others carry on the rhythm, 
and the important principle of “keeping going” 
is realized. Good students encourage the less 
adept to keep trying, and the element of healthy 
competition also acts as an inspiration. 

This, however, is only part of the revolution- 
ary idea in piano instruction. It stresses the 
“multiple key” principle—a system which will 
come as welcome news to all who remember piano 
lessons in terms of endless scales, little ditties in 
the key of C, and dreary hours of practice that 
rarely taught an ability to read music. Today, the 
pupil begins with familiar melodies played on the 
black keys, since they are the easiest to feel and 
see. He then transposes these songs to other keys 
—first by using finger patterns, and then by fol- 
lowing printed notation. Instead of the C-major 
scale, beginners can play tunes almost at once. 
Practice for any sort of proficiency, naturally, is 
important, but practice that means playing famil- 
iar melodies is an immediately rewarding experi- 
ence. After a few weeks the students can harmo- 
nize, transpose and improvise in any key—from 
C-major to F-+sharp minor. This is not “play-by-

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contrary, the ability to sight-read is stressed from 
the beginning so that the students—however they 
may choose to make use of their ability—will 
truly have music for a lifetime. 

Music in the elementary schools is customarily 
left to the music teacher, but by using the piano 
as a valuable resource instrument, today’s class- 
room teacher—with little or no previous musical 
training—can assist her music consultant and, in 
many instances, handle her own music sessions. 
More and more teachers are recognizing the value 
of the piano (combining as it does sight, touch 
and hearing) as an audio-visual aid in the music 
program. An excellent example of such a pro- 
gram is found at the Heathcote School in Scars- 
dale, New York, where Dr. Pace is music consult- 
ant. Mrs. Regina McDonough has used music 
and the piano as a vital part of daily classroom 
experience for her third-graders. Here, with key- 
board experience the center of the music pro- 
gram, music is integrated into classroom activi- 
ties, and, like arithmetic, taught daily.* 

The growth of classroom piano has taken place 
almost entirely since 1950. In 1949, 15 percent 


of our schools gave some sort of piano instruc-

tion (mostly in the South), and of these, 32 per- 
cent had class instruction. Until recently, lack of 
instructors has been the fly in the ointment. A 
national survey in 1949 showed that 54 percent 
of parents expressed a desire for piano instruc- 
tion in the schools. It has been estimated that 
there were about one and a half million children 
studying instrumental music in 1946 as against 
seven million today (the proportion of piano stu- 
dents, however, is unknown). In more than 500 


communities in twenty-one states, parents have 





organized Community Music Councils to support 
school programs, to consult with school princi- 
pals and boards, and to insist on employment of 
musie supervisors and instructors. 

With this growing emphasis on musical (and 
especially piano) instruction in the schools, it is 
not surprising that piano sales are booming. In 
1931, piano sales were at a record low—about 
51,000 units. In 1947, sales reached the 148,000 
mark, and in 1955 they jumped to 178,000, 
with the total retail sale of all instruments (ex- 
elusive of organized bands) at $325 million, of 
which piano sales formed the bulk. The predic- 
tion is for a rise of 20 percent over last year in 
piano sales for 1956. An experience of Bob Pace 
in a New York public school bears out the part 


that group teaching is having in the revival of 











interest in the piano. A year or so ago he gave a 
demonstration during which he asked how many 
of the students’ parents owned pianos. Three out 
of thirty answered in the affirmative. When he 
returned some months later, 27 out of 35 stu- 
dents had pianos at home! 

Both Bob Pace and teachers who have been 
trained in his method of group teaching have had 
signal success with adults as well as children; 
grownups whose musical training was either neg- 
lected or frustrated in their childhood are among 
the greatest boosters of the group method. One of 
Dr. Pace’s favorite stories is of a middle-aged 
banker who regretted bitterly not having studied 
the piano in his youth. After a few months of study 
with Dr. Pace he was playing Bach and Beethoven 
and had a piano both at home and in his office. 
Music has become a hobby he knows at last how 
to enjoy. In the group classes which Bob Pace 
holds in the remodeled (by him) basement of 
his home in Scarsdale, both adults and children 
receive instruction. It is an unusual experimental 
laboratory in classroom piano where every mem- 
ber of a family is a student. Parents always par- 
ticipate at monthly recitals. 

The entire Pace household is a musical one. 
Bob’s wife, Helen (they met and married at Juil- 
liard School of Music in New York City, and were

POT-AU-FEU

\X ] e’ve all been exposed at one time or another to suc 

cessfully decorated rooms that fairly knock the eyes 
out with their style and color. If appreciative awe is some- 
times tinged with envy it needn’t be, for the chances are that 
these rooms didn’t spring up, full-blown, overnight. Long-term 
planning had a hand in them. To illustrate how this might 
work, the bedroom on the opposite page was devised in two 
stages: the first was arranged within the strict limits of a 
$200 budget; the second, dressier and more elaborate, evolved 
from the foundation of the first. With wallpaper, bed and 
ready-made spread used as the basic building blocks, the 
room was enriched, as the budget allowed, with a more formal 
collection of furniture and accessories (in the original version, 
the latter were entirely from the dime store). In its evolution, 
the room never looked back disparagingly on its humble be 
ginnings: where still serviceable, what was replaced in this 
room went to serve again in another.

Fill 
too deep holes with wood putty so that blanks will be flush with surface 
To make holes, use a circle cutter with adjustable blades in either an 
electric drill or a bit brace. Fix blanks in place with waterproof linoleum 
cement. Plate glass, cut to size of the table top, will protect the surface

ON THE SUBJECT OF 
FREEZING 

If you own a freezer, when you 
make soup, double or triple the 
recipe and freeze it in ice-cube 
trays. When the soup is frozen 
solid, remove the cubes from the 
trays and store in pliofilm bags 
It is important to work as much 
sir out of the bag as possible, and 
seal firmly with a rubber band or 
wire. Four to five cubes of soup 
will make a good bowlful. All you 
have to do is heat it to the boiling 
point, taste for seasoning, garnish 
and serve. Frozen soups make a 
good base for stews, casserole 
dishes and sauces 

Long before the days of refriger 
ators and freezers, people had the 
idea of preserving food through 
freezing. They would prepare a 
large quantity of soup and pour it 
into pans, which they set outside 
in the cold. When the soup was 
frozen, they would hack it from 


the pans and hang it in the wood

shed. Then when the family made 
long trips to town, they'd tie a few 
slabs of soup to the saddles of 
hang them on the wagon or sleigh, 
and away they'd go. Come meal 
time. they'd stop and build a fire, 
plunk slabs of soup into a kettle, 
and shortly enjoy a hot meal. 
Today, you can buy frozen soups 
in the can. All you have to do is 
to add a soup-can of water or milk, 
and heat the combination to o/ 
mering. This new development has 
made it possible for us to have 
oyster stew the year round. And 
many of the wonderful soups that 
require long, slow cooking can be 
prepared in a matter of minutes, 
Freezers also make it possible 
to keep a variety of glamorous gar 
nishes for the soup bow! on hand, 
Our favorite is to flavor a cup of 
whipped cream with a tablespoon 
of freshly grated horse-radish, 
Make rosettes, using a pastry tube 
and freeze them solid on a sheet of 
aluminum foil or wax paper. When 
they are frozen solid, remove them 
from the paper and pack inte 
small pliofilm bags and seal. The 
rosettes may be dropped frozen 
into a howl of steaming soup,

And leftovers such 
as cooked meat or chicken can be 
made into tiny meat balls, sautéed 
and frozen. They will reheat in a 
matter of minutes and two or three 
will add a welcome garnish to 
many kinds of soups. Popcorn, ba- 
con and frankfurters are examples 
of other leftovers to tuck away in 
the freezer for soup days. 


ELECTRIC BLENDERS ARE

Velvety-smooth soups and rich, 
flavorful bisques can be made ef- 
fortlessly with the electric blender.

Bisques have always been consid- 
ered a gourmet soup, and the elec- 
tric blender is a great aid in 
achieving the medium-fine texture 
which is characteristic of this 
soup. The following recipe is a 
basic one which may be used for 
poultry, shrimp, lobster, clam or 
crab. Before blending the ingre- 
dients, save some of the choicest 
pieces, such as lobster claws or 
white meat of chicken, and cut 
them julienne-fashion for garnish. 

1% cups chicken broth 

1 cup heavy cream 

1 tablespoon flour 

2 tablespoons butter 

1 teaspoon salt 

dash of pepper 

% cup cooked lobster, shrimp, 

chicken, etc. 
special seasoning, ie., curry, 
poultry, dill* 

* Place broth, cream, flour, butter, 
salt and pepper in container of 
electric blender.

The air in my winter house- 
plant room is too dry for good 
results. How can I humidify it in 


expensively? P.T. 


A, Water-holding tins (from 

hardware stores) hung behind 
the radiators will help. Also, 
stand the pots on shallow trays 
filled with pebbles, peat moss or 
sand kept constantly wet. Finally, 
spray the plants daily with clear 


water from a fine atomizer. 


Q. We need a fairly tall, slen- 

der evergreen tree for plant- 
ing at one corner of our house. 
The plot is 50 by 100 feet, and the 
only big tree is at the back. Sug- 
gestions will be appreciated. 5.F. 


A, Perhaps the best selection 

would be a Chinese column 
juniper; American arbovitae is 
a second choice. Both are naturally 
dense and can be kept at the de- 
sired size by occasional pruning. 


Q. The central trunk of one of 

our young trees has been bro 
ken off about two-thirds of the way 
to the top. Will the tree ever be- 
come well-shaped? B.B. 


4, Probably, if you can follow 

this procedure: if there is a 
strong side branch a little below 
the point of breakage, you should 
be able to train it to take the place 
of the broken “leader.” This is 
done by driving a strong vertical 
stake close to the trunk and ex- 
tending two or three feet above 
the break. Tie the trunk to this 
with thick, soft twine. Then bend 
the side branch upward as far as 
it will go without breaking, and 
tie it to the stake. 


Q. What sort of potting soil is 
best for such indoor bulbs as 
amaryllis, tuberous begonias? A.J. 


A. A combination of one part 

good garden soil, one part 
peat moss or leaf mold, plus three 
quarts of commercial (dehydrated) 
cow manure and one pint commer. 
cial plant food to each bushel of 
mixture. Bulbs of amaryllis, calla 
and tuberous begonia should be 





planted so that tops are exposed, 
Q. Are there any ornamental 

trees whose young spring 
leaves are reddish or some other 
unusual color? J.A. 


A, Yes. Some of the best are 

flowering cherries, katsura 
(Cercidiphyllum), sorrel tree 
(Oxydendrum) and several species 


of the maples. 


Q. Can white dogwood trees be 

grown from seeds? If so, 
about how long will it take them 
to reach flowering size? T.R. 


A. Few tree species are easy to 

produce in this way, nor will 
they grow fast. Sometimes they 
will bear a few flowers when only 
five years old. Sow the seeds one- 
inch deep outdoors in late fall, 
cover with window screening to 


prevent ‘winter damage | 


y mice 
and squirrels, and let them freeze. 
Germination will begin in the 
spring and may continue for a 
year. Transplant when four or five 
inches, and move to permanent lo 
cation when seedlings are about 
20 to 25 inches tall. 


Please identify a scalelike, 
brown pest which sticks tight- 
ly to the stems and leaves of my 
indoor ivy plants. C.B. 


A. It is called brown seale. A 

good remedy is to sponge the 
infested plants with soapy water 
containing nicotine sulphate at 
rate of one teaspoon per gallon.

A. It is perfectly safe to remove 


the bearing partition if a 
steel | beam of proper weight is 
set in the ceiling or below the 
ceiling to carry the weight pre- 
viously supported by the bearing 
partition. Any competent builder 
or contractor will know how te 


do the job. The usual procedure 


s to strip the partition, leaving 
studs exposed; install the | beam 


before these are removed. 


The exterior of our house is 

built of Norman brick and 
the mortar between the joints is a 
red color. As the brick has be- 
come darkened and streaked, we 
want to wash it, but are afraid 
that any cleansing solution might 
bleach out the mortar joints, which 
we do not want to happen. Is 
there any safe solution? F.O. 


A, The standard procedure for 

washing down discolored 
brickwork is to use a solution of 
trisodium phosphate and water. 
The fading out of the mortar joints 
depends entirely on the pigment or 
powder which was used to color 
the mortar but this we are unable 
to ascertain. We would suggest 
that you first apply the solution 
to some joints not in plain view 
and observe the results which will 
make themselves quite evident in 
three or four days. 


Q. In using a ceramic-tile clean- 

ing compound I allowed some 
of it to run down the wall and into 
the bathtub. A few days later I 
discovered that the bathtub was 
streaked where the solution ran 
down and the streaks are dull and 
without the gloss of the rest of 
the bathtub. I have tried every 
kind of abrasive powder plus one 
or two recommended solutions and 
the streaks simply appear worse. 


Will you kindly advise? T.D. 


A. Your description of the dull 

streaks in the bathtub enamel 
indicates to us that it was quite a 
powerful acid which ate off the 
glaze of the tub enamel. We fear 
that it will be impossible to re- 
glaze the streaks. Scrubbing with 
the abrasive powder would only 


remove additional enamel glaze. 


Q. We have been bothered by 

rusty water coming out of the 
hot-water faucets in all of our 
fixtures. After being told that the 
trouble was with our tank, we 
installed a new galvanized water- 
storage tank. We have had no re- 
lief, and are now advised to intro- 
duce a rust-loosening compound 
into the system. Please advise as 
to the practicality of this. P.O. 


A, It would appear that your 
hot-water piping is made of 
iron which is badly rusted, and 
naturally, a new clean tank would 
not prevent rusty water as long as 
it had to pass through these pipes. 
Any so-called rust-remover would 
not completely clear up this con- 
dition, and in some cases it might 
make it worse. It is our opinion 
that the hot-water system should 
be replaced, and for this we would 
advise using copper tubing.
